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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicants' submission filed on 
February 19, 2009 has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

2. In view of applicants' amendments and arguments filed on February 1 9, 2009, 
the rejections of claims 20, 22, 24-25, 27-29 and 31 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) or 103(a) 
as stated in the indicated Office Action have been withdrawn. 

Reason for Allowance 

3. Claims 20, 22, 24-25, 27-29 and 31 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claim 20 
recites irradiating plasma having an electron temperature of 0.5 to 2.0 eV on the oxide 
film using a mixed gas comprising argon gas and nitrogen gas to form an oxynitride film, 
and the oxynitride film has an electrical film thickness from 1 .0 to 2.5 nm. Claim 25 
recites irradiating plasma on the oxide film using a mixed gas comprising argon gas and 
nitrogen gas to form an oxynitride film, and the oxynitride film has an electrical film 
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thickness from 1 .0 to 2.5 nm. Claim 29 recites irradiating plasma having density of 
1x10 10 to 5x10 12 /cm 3 and an electron temperature of 0.5 to 2.0 eV on the oxide film 
using a mixed gas comprising argon gas and nitrogen gas to form an oxynitride film, 
and the oxynitride film has an electrical film thickness from 1 .0 to 2.5 nm. 

These features in combination with the other elements of the claims are neither 
disclosed nor suggested by the prior art of record. 

Claims 22, 24, 27-28 and 31 variously depend from claim 20, 25 or 29, so they 
are allowed for the same reason. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
